1. Personal.  Please state your name, age and your address or addresses for the
last ten years.  Do you own or rent your home?  (It is not necessary to state your
actual street address.  You may just give a description by community or
neighborhood.)

2. Your Employment History.  Describe your employment or self-employment
for the last 10 years.  (If retired, what kind of work did you do?)  What is your job
title?

3. Your Education.  Please tell us the extent of your education.

4. People in Your Household.  Are you married?  Do you have any children? 
If the answer is yes, tell us the names and ages of your children.  If there are 
others living in your household, please tell us their name, age and relation to you
(such as roommate, cousin, parent).

5. Employment of Family Members.  If you are married or if you have grown
children, describe the employment or occupation of your spouse and grown
children.

6. Military Service.  Have you ever served in the military?  If so, in what
branch and for how long?

7. Prior Jury Service.  Have you ever served on a jury before?  If so, state the
type of case, the court, and whether the jury reached a verdict.

8. Grand Jury Experience.  Have you ever served on a grand jury?

9. Jury Experience of Family and Friends.  Has anyone close to you ever
served on a jury?  Did they discuss the experience with you?  Was their experience
good or bad?  Do you know what type of case it was and whether the jury reached
a verdict?

10. Medical Problems.  Do you have any problems seeing or hearing or any
medical problems that could interfere with your ability to serve as a juror?

11. Leisure Time Activities.  Please describe any personal interests or hobbies
that you have.  Are you involved in any civic, charitable or fraternal organizations
or activities?  What organizations do you belong to?  Do you hold any offices in
any organization?



12. Reading Habits.  What newspapers and magazines do you read regularly? 
What news source do you consider to be your primary source of news and
information?
